i ter  in  battalion  or  regiment,  various  rvo- 
] lutions  are  then  attempted  to  be  perform- 
ed, which  ought  to  be  required  oi  disrip- 
j lined  troops  only,  and  not  of  those  who 
! have  never  been  , aught  how  to  stand, 
how  to  face  to  the  right  or  left,  how  to 
wheel  or  how  to  march,  and  equally  ig- 
jnorant  of  the  manual  exercise.  Neither 
(is  that  subordination  kepi  up  upon  those 
occasions,  which  is  indispensible  in  form- 
ing men  for  military  service  Every 
man  in  out  country  who  knows  any  thing 
at  all  of  our  military  arrangements  knows 
the  foregoing  statement  to  be  true,  and 
it  is  an  undoubted  fact,  that  alter  a con- 
tinuance of  it  for  thirty  years,  our  militia, 
are  rather  worse  than  better  in  regard  lb, 
discipline.  I therefore  propose  as  an  im* 
provement  upon  our  present  plan,  and 
■without  interfering  in  the  least  with  our 
present  organization,  the  folloyving  ad- 
ditional means  of  instruction. 

I Let  a camp  be  formed  in  each  brigade 
or  division  as  may  be  most  convenient. 
Let  tbe  militia  within  that  brigade  or  dw 
i vision  be  classed,  so  that  a regiment  at 
j least  may  be  in  each  class.  L;  t these  at 
i proper  periods  be  subject  to  be  ordered 
to  march  to  the  place  laid  off  for  then-  en- 
campment. Let  them  be  compelled  to 
remain  there  for  not  less  than  two  weeks, 
but  one  month  would  be  more  desirable.' 
Let  it  be  the  duty  of  the  adjutant  gene- 
ral to  attend  these  encampments,  and  in-v 
struct  the  officers  and  men  in  the  duty  of 
a soldier,  and  for  this  purpose  let  him  be 
' furnished  with  qualified  assistants.  Let 
the  same  rules  and  regulations  as  govern 
the  troops  of  the  United  Slates,  govern 
the  encampment,  to  ensure  obedience  Ec 
order  ; and  let  it  be  the  duty  of  every 
man  to  provide  himself  with  eviry  thing 
except  arms.  This  plan  I am  aware 
may  be  objected  to  on  account  of  the  ex'-’ 
pense.  rl  iiis  however,  is  by  no  means  as 
large  as  at  first  view  may  be  imagined. 
Suppose  our  militia  to  amount  to  25.000, 
and  one  fourth  of  the  whole  at  e called  out 
for  trailing  annually,  the  manlier  of  rations 
would  he  6,500;  and  suppose  they  arc 
kept  twenty  days  in  camp;  the  ration 
need  not  consist  of  any  thing  more  than 
meat,  bread  and  salt,  which  I have  nd 
doubt  can  be  contracted  for  at  len  cents 
or  less  ; the  amount  would  be  about  12. 
000  dollars  ; so  far  from  this  plan  being 
expensive,  1 am  of  opinion  it  will,  at  least 
during  the  war,  produce  a saving  to  the 
state.  By  the  formation  of  those  encamp- 
ments in  the  w inter  and  spring  of  each 
year,  the  men  will  be  in  a state  of  readi- 
ness to  march  to  any  point  threatened  by 
the  enemy,  and  it  is  only  during  that  part

‘ is  Excellency,  the  Governor  in  Chief 
and  commander  ©f  the  forces,  has  i©  al- 


ways been  an  objection  urged  by  many  res 
pectablc  individuals  against  the  constitution 
of  the  United  States,  from  the  time  of  its  a- 
doption  down  to  this  moment,  that  the  execu- 
tive chief  magistrate  is  entrenched  behind  too 
formidable  a barrier  of  patronage  and  influ- 
ence. Yet  that  officer  can  make  hardly  an  ap- 
pointment  without  submitting  the  nomination 
to  an  ordeal  in  the  Senate ; an  ordeal  well 
known  to  lie  of  the  most  trying  kind — for  verv 
recently  it  would  occur  to  every  body  that,  af- 
ter being  tested  in  the  Senatorial  crucible, 
some  distinguished  individuals  not  answering 
the  assay,  had  been  rejected  as  found  wanting 
and  thrown  back  upon  the  president.  The 
war  department  cannot  make  an  officer,  from  a 
major  general  to  a cornet,  without  the  inter 
vention  of  the  senate.  Nor  can  the  navy  de- 
partment. Within  a few  years  an  honorable 
member  now  in  his  place  in  the  Senate,  had, 
very  meritoriously,  introduced  and  carried  in 
to  operation  a provision  for  depriving  the  Sec- 
retary of  the  Navy  of  the  privilege  of  appoint 
ing  pursers  at  his  will  without  the  necessity 
ofa  senatorial  superversion. 

If,  then,  sir,  said  Mr.  I.  neither  the  Presi- 
dent nor  any  one  of  the  Eexecutive  Secreta- 
ries eryoys  such  a field  of  irresponsible  patron- 
age, I submit  it  to  every  man  attached  to  the 
principles  of  the  constitution,  to  consider 
whether  the  head  of  the  general  post  office 
should  be  allowed,  without  control,  without  ap- 
peal, without  question,  to  command  the  ser 
vices  of  a hand  of  agents  consisting,  unless  I 
am  incorrectly  informed,  of  not  less  than  three

AMENDMENT  TO  TItF,  CONSTITUTION. 

The  following  resolution  was  vest  iday  laid 
on  the  table  by  Mr.  Jackson  of  Virginia 

Resolved  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives of  the  United  States  of  America  in  Con- 
gress assembled,  two  thirds  of  both  Houses  con- 
curring, That  the  follow  ing  articles  be  propos- 
ed to  the  Legislatures  of  the  several  States,  as 
amendments  to  the  Constitution  of  the  United 
States,  each  of  which,  when  ratified  by  three- 
fourths  of  the  said  Legislatures,  shall  be  valid 
to  all  intents  and  purposes,  as  a part  of  said 
Constitution  ; 

1.  Congress  shall  have  power  to  lay  a tax  or 
duty  not  exceeding  per  centum  ad  valo- 
rem on  articles  exported  from  any  state. 

2.  Congress  shall  have  power  to  make  roads 
in  any  state. 

3.  Congress  shall  have  power  to  make  canals 
in  any  state,  with  the  consent  of  the  state  with- 
n which  the  same  shall  be  made. 

4.  Congress  shall  have  power  to  establish  a 
national  bank  with  branches  thereof  in  any 
state.
